Asks Free Nations 
To Avert Domination 
In Indochina, Asia 


NEW YORK CP — Secretary of 
State Dulles—speaking with the ad­ 
vance approval of President Ei­ 
senhower — last 
n i g h t 
urged 
“ united action” by the free nations 
to prevent Communist domination 
of Indochina 
and 
all Southeast 
Asia. 
Communist domination in that 
area of the world “ would be a 
grave threat to the whole free 
community,” Dulles said in a ma­ 
jor foreign policy declaration. 
“ The United States feels that 
that possibility should not be pas­ 
sively accepted, but should be met 
by united action,” he said. 
“This might have serious risks. 
But these risks are far less than 
would face us a few years from 
now, if we dare not be resolute 
today. 
“Sometimes it is necessary to* 
take risks to win peace, as in war 
it is necessary to take risk to win 
victory. The chances for peace are 
usually bettered by letting a po­ 
tential aggressor know in advance 
where his aggression could lead 
him.” 
Dulles’ declaration of the Com­ 
munist threat in the Far East was 
delivered in an address before the 
Overseas Press Club at the Wal­ 
dorf-Astoria Hotel. 
It was learned in Washington 
that his call for “ united action” 
had been specifically cleared with 
Eisenhower at a weekend White 
House conference. 
Dulles made clear that he meant 
action by the United States and 
Its allies, in contrast to previous 
speeches in which he spoke of pos­ 
sible United States retaliation. 
He did not spell out specific

U.S. Bares 
Triggering 
Of H-Bomb 


Second Test In Less 
Than Month Set Off 
► 
In Pacific Friday 


WASHINGTON LF—The 
United 
States has triggered its second 
hydrogen 
blast in 
less 
than 
a 
month—even as waves of reaction 
from the epic March I explosion 
still were rolling through Congress 
and foreign capitals. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC) disclosed the latest test det­ 
onation in a bare announcement 
last night. It said “ the second test 
of the present thermonuclear ser­ 
ies was successfully carried out on 
Friday, March 26.” 
AEC gave no hint of the intensity; 
of this latest blast, touched off in 
super-secrecy at the government’s ! 
testing ground in the mid-Pacific 
Marshall Islands. 
Bit by bit. the awesome pow’er 
of the March I blast has been un-i 
veiled to the w’orld. 
From all indications, that ex­ 
plosion—which involved an actual, 
usable hydrogen weapon—exceed­ 
ed scientific expectations. It is re­ 
ported to have packed a wallop 
600 or 700 times greater than the 
atomic bomb that virtually obliter­ 
ated Hiroshima in the waning days 
of World War II. That early atomic 
age bomb killed 60,000. 
The AEC did not indicate wheth­ 
er an actual H-bomb w’as exploded 
last Friday, or whether the test 
involved 
another 
thermonuclear 
“device” like the first one set off 
in the Marshalls in late 1952. 
The hydrogen tests are contin­ 
uing and another, perhaps greater 
blast is anticipated in late April. 
AEC said last night that “ infor­ 
mation highly important to nation­ 
al defense is being derived from 
this test series.”

Scientist Says 
Atom ic Age Sort 
O f Lu ck y Fluke 


K A N SA S C IT Y W—T h e atomic 
age is sort of a lucky fluke, a sci­ 
entist said today. 
We were 
almost prevented 
by 
nature from ever having enough 
potent uranium to make A-bombs, 
or use atoms for tom orrew’s power 


plants. 
The luck is that some 
atoms 
don’t die off as fast as they might 
be expected to die 
These are atoms of uranium-235 
U-235, the radioactive u r a n i u m 
atoms which split in a chain re­ 
action to yield heat and power. 
This U-235 is the basis of the whole 
atomic age. It makes up only a 
fraction of I per cent of ordinary, 
nonsplitting uranium. 
B e i n g radioactive, the U-235 
starts to break down and b l o w 
apart and disappear But it has a 
haif-iife of 700 million years 
In 
that time, half of all the original 
U-235 disappears 
In another 700 
million years, half of what was 
left is gone 
The fluke is that U-235 is rather 
unusual in having such a long half­ 
life, Dr. I. Perlm an, professor of 
chem istry at the U niversity of Cal­ 
ifornia, explained today.

The Senate L abor C om m ittee is reported to 
be re a d y to repo rt out a bill for revision of 
the T aft-H artlev Act by the end of this week. 
Its uncertain ty over w hat kind of a proposal 
would fit Into the E isenhow er adm in istration 's 
plans for labor-Iaw changes 
this 
y e a r 
was 
cleared up, according to C om m ittee C hairm an 
Sm ith of N ew Je rse y , by a letter from the 
Presid en t. 
In this letter it was m ad e clear that there 
would be no presidential objection if the com ­ 
m ittee om itted a 
provision for

supervised votes to be taken when disputes 
rea c h e d strike stage. 
T he ap p a re n t m erit of such a provision was 
challenged so sharply on grounds of its w ork­ 
ability 
that no one is inclined to m ake an 
issue of it now. It was the m ost controversial 
of all the recom m endations m ad e by P resident 
E isenhow er last J a n u a ry when he was outlining 
his legislative recom m endations. 
The m ost significant of his J a n u a ry proposals, 
on the other hand, was for sta te jurisdiction 
over labor disputes

This provision rem ains to be w orded by the 
S en ate Labor C om m ittee. The d raft of the w ord­ 
ing will be scrutinized even m o re carefully than 
the various d rafts for wording the now-famous 
B rick er am end m en t. 
lf it could i>e established without any ques­ 
tion of doubt th at the fate of labor unions, 
em ployers and the public in general did not 
lie wholly in the hands of the National L abor 
Relations Board in W ashington but could be 
influenced by the states when industrial dis­ 
putes occurred, m odern labor law would have 
been rescued from the federalism which has 
held it captive since the original W agner Act. 
Its scope would !>e broadened to take in the 
sovereignty of 48 states as well 
as the in­ 
fluence of the federal governm ent The hearing 
and judging of industrial disputes would be 
handled som ething like the hearing and judg­ 
ing of the disputes which arise betw een citi­ 
zens and organizations in other fields of ac­ 
tivity.

Aimed At Softening 
Of Slashes Ordered 
By Secretary Benson 


WASHINGTON ' 3 - A new gov­ 
ernm ent price support system for 
dairy products—apparently aimed 
a t softening the reduction ordered 
by Secretary of Agriculture Ben­ 
son—was unveiled today by Sen­ 
ators Aiken (R-Vt) and Anderson 
(D-NM). 
Aiken is chairm an of the Senate 
Agriculture Committee and Ander­ 
son is a form er secretary of agri­ 
culture. 
In 
an Interview, 
Aiken 
said they had not cleared their 
proposals with Benson or the ad­ 
ministration, but would introduce 
them today in the Senate. 
Aiken conceded that the propos­ 
als if adopted should counter much 
of the criticism that has arisen in 
dairy areas and Congress because 
Benson lowered government dairy 
price supports from 90 to 75 per 
cent of parity, effective at mid­ 
night tomorrow. 
“ This would assure dairy pro­ 
ducers about HO per cent of parity,'' 
Aiken said. “ It should provide a 
long-range stability for all parts of 
the industry, 
especially farm ers 
and producers.” 
Key points in the new dairy pro­ 
posals, as outlined by Aiken, are: 
1. For the first tim e the govern­ 
m ent 
w'ould 
support 
fluid 
milk 
prices directly, instead of indirect­ 
ly tnrough price floors under but­ 
ter, cheese, dried milk and other 
milk products. 
2. The price support level for 
milk would be tied directly to that 
of dairy feeds. Thus, if feedstuffs 
w ere supported at m ore than 75 
per cent, dairy products would be 
too. Under present law, the secre­ 
ta ry of agriculture has discretion 
to fix supports between 75 and 90 
per cent. 
3. Price supports could vary on 
different 
dairy 
products. 
They 
m ight be relatively higher on fluid 
milk, that sold for drinking and 
household uses, than on butter and 
cheese. 
4. 
Distributors 
and 
processors 
would be required to pass on the 
benefits of government supports to 
producers. Aiken said this had not 
always been done in the past. 
5. The secretary of agriculture 
would be given broad authority to 
dispose of surpluses already ac­ 
cumulated. 
including millions of 
pounds of butter, cheese and dried 
milk. He could do this by gifts to 
school lunch and relief program s, 
or by cut-rate prices to low-income, 
aged and other groups. 
Aiken said the program also in­ 
volves marketing controls, under 
which the secretary could require 
producers to hold back part of 
their milk 
from 
m arket during 
periods of surplus. 
Benson predicted yesterday that 
som e retailers will cut prices on 
a pound of butter to 59 cents Thurs­ 
day when the government drops 
supports from 65 to 57 cents. But 
he said most prices will be from 
65 to 70 cents. 
Sen. Mundt (R-SD) got into the 
dispute over farm price supports 
last night with an announcement 
that he would ask Congress to let 
farm ers decide “on crop-bv-crop 
basis” what kind of government 
price supports they want.
